Schools And Taxes 


The annual Teachers Institute to be held in five Upper 
Peninsula cities in April will be on the theme of economic 
education. The subject has been much talked about in educa­ 
tional circles for several years. Most American children seem 
to be growing up without much knowledge of the workings 
of the American economic system and the schools are being 
asked to remedy the deficiency. 
First step in the process 
is for teachers to understand American economics and many 
have had only sketchy exposure to the subject in their pre­ 
paration for teaching. 
School board members should be in a better position but 
they urged legislation in the current session of the Michigan 
Legislature to increase the tax rate on timberlands under the 
Commercial Forest Act. The schools need more money, they 
reasoned, and the easiest way to get it is from the owners 
of Upper Peninsula timberlands. 
♦ 
♦ 
* 
A knowledge of economics would be helpful here to the 
continuance of private industry in Upper Peninsula forestry. 
This is a chief hope of the school districts of the Upper Pen­ 
insula for tax income, but their action in asking an increase 
in the Commercial Forest Act tax rate increases the pres­ 
sure for government forests, which are an important cause 
of the school tax problem in the first place. 
Private industrial forests must pay their way taxwise 
or be lost by their owners. This is not true of government 
forests, but the schools’ pressure in this case was not on the 
government forests to help bear the burden of schooling our 
children, but on the already very heavily taxed private for­ 
ests. 
★

Robert Schmeling, Mead Corp. forester, puts the situa­ 
tion simply. 
If U.S. Forest Service lands in the Upper Peninsula were 
under the Commercia] Forest Act (created as a relief from 
ad valorem taxation of growing timber) 73 per cent of their 
1962 gross receipts would be paid out as property taxes. 
What business can survive paying 73 per cent of its gross 
returns in property tax? The industrial forests and those of 
the federal government are not identical in productivity, but 
the illustration still is valid. 
Michigan’s average farmer, 
for instance, pays about 8 per cent of his net profit in pro­ 
perty tax, and he has lots of problems. 
What if he were 
taxed at the forest rates on gross receipts?

Schmeling tells of the injury to the public interest which 
results from either failure of the public to understand what 
it’s doing to private forestry, or of unwillingness to do any­ 
thing about it. “Michigan forest land owners are now* cut­ 
ting immature stands to meet their costs,’’ says Schmeling. 
“ These immature stands are tomorrow’s returns.’’ 
We’re not only piling up a huge national debt for our 
children to pay, but we’re cutting the forests that should be 
maturing in their time, too.

EAST LANSING—Science is of­ 
fering the possibility of making 
men mentally and physically per­ 
fect, says the chairman of bio­ 
physics at Michigan State 
Uni­ 
versity. 
Unfortunately,

issues involved in scientific ad­ 
vances, says Dr. Leroy G. Augen- 
stein. 
He 
maintained 
that 
the 
United States needs a public that 
has a general 
understanding 
of 
science and an intelligent concern 
for the destiny of mankind. 
The MSU biophysicist said re­ 
search w hich he and others 
are 
doing offers a possibility of: 
1. C reating a race of men w ith 
few er, if any, hereditary defects 
and m any m ore desirable traits. 
2. Of curing m ental disorders 
and at the sam e tim e elim inating 
o th er characteristics judged to be 
‘‘abnorm al” through new types of 
therapy and drugs. 
3. Of educating people to a high 
degree, perhaps by bypassing the 
conscious and putting know ledge 
directly into the brain. 
‘‘When this comes about, w hat 
do we do?” he asked. 
‘‘Who is 
going to say w hat genetic stand­ 
ards are good? We m ay be able 
to scientifically ‘perfect’ man, but 
tow ard w hat goals?” 
He urged 
educators 
to 
help 
create an environm ent in which 
science and hum anities are better 
balanced. 
The public, he .said, has to par­ 
ticipate in crucial decisions con­ 
cerning uses of scientific develop­ 
m ents but lacks some of the “soph­ 


istication 
and 
philosophy” 
it 
needs. 
“In recent hearings on radio­ 
active fallout,” he said, “experts 
argued w ith experts but the pub­ 
lic was generally apathetic. 
“We m ust learn to use science 
w ithout being enslaved by it,” he 
declared. 
The present population explos­ 
ion, he m aintained, is going to in­ 
crease pressures 
for 
regulating 
mer: through scientific means. 
“The big question of the ’60s, 
’70s and ’80s,” he said, “is not 
one of economic grow th or m edi­ 
care but of: 
“Why is man here on earth? 
“And, should society set stand­ 
ards for perfection of m an ?” 
To illustrate one point, he of­ 
fered the possibility that scientists 
m ight 
develop 
a virus 
which, 
w hen injected into the ovaries of 
young girls, would enable them to 
give b irth to children who w ere 
w ithout hereditary 
defects 
and 
w ere all handsom e, strong and in­ 
telligent. 
“H ow ever,” he added, ‘“suppose 
we find that these children are 


also twice as apt to become alco- 
holies. Then what is to be done? 
Should the virus be 
used 
and 
who decides?” he asked. 
He noted that his personal re­ 
search is concerned with finding 
molecular mechanism within the 
brain which enable man to think 
and to store memories. 
“If we can determine how in­ 
formation is represented 
in the 
brain,” he continued, “w e could 
make our teaching methods more 
efficient by presenting material in 
its most “digestible’ form. 
“In fact, if we could learn just 
where material is stored in the 
memory and how we go about re­ 
trieving it, it might be possible 
to introduce knowledge into the 
brain while bypassing the consci­ 
ous. Obviously 
this would 
be a 
very pleasant way of 
obtaining 
large parts of our general educa­ 
tion.” 
He asked, “Who should deter­ 
mine what information should be 
stored away without the conscious 
deciding what is ethically good 
or bad?”

Tne warm weather over the past 
weekend was a reminder that the 
sm elt runs should be starting with­ 
in a week or so. 
The smelt runs have become 
like carnivals in Michigan recent 
years. More orthodox fishermen 
sometimes look down their noses 
at the dippers. 
You can't catch the silvery little 


fish with hook and line and bait 
during the rims.

warm enough for their liking — 
generally around 45 degrees. 
The 
Singing 
Bridge

Tile 
water is shallow and the bottom 
sandy’ so it is no trick to wade in 
after the fish.

The fish 
spend the rest of their time in

Anyone with a Michigan fishing 
license can dip smelt. The tasty 
little fish average between six and 
IO inches long. The sport appeals 
to those who fish for food since 
there is no limit as to how many 
can be taken. About the only lim­ 
itation is that the dip net may 
not be more than five feet in cir­ 
cumference.
